WAR POSSIBILITIES. 


Students of the war In the Far East 


must have noticed a curious develop 
ment as a consequence 
of recent 


fighting. At tho time when the.Jap- 
anese succeeded brilliantly In forc- 
ing the passage of the Yalu the Rus- 
sian lino of defense; extended ap- 
proximately oast and west. That'Is 
to say Its rear was upon It own. lino 
of communications.

Tho defeat on the Yalu drove the 
left (lank further north, toward the 
city of Mukden, while the right Hank 
was thrown forward In tho Ill-fated 
attempt to relievo Port Arthur. 


The severe defeat of that attempt.

recalls the attempt of Marshal Me- 
Mahon to relievo llazalno In Metz In 
the Frunco-Oerman war of 1S70.

a strategical mistake. He had 


everything to lose, and If he bad suc- 
ceeded 
In bringing his own army 


within touch of Metz It would have 
been at the expense of his line of 
communication. Court Influence, and 
particularly that section whoso figure- 
head was the Empress Kugonle. was 
too strong for tho counsels of sound 
strategy.
